New Delhi, the 28th January 1963 

S.O. 249. —In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Imports 
and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), as in force in India, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following further amendment in the Exports 
(Control) Order, 1962, namely: — 

1. In Part A of Schedule I to the said Order— 

(i) entry (vi) of item 6 shall be omitted 

(ii) for entry (vii) of item 8, the following shall be substituted: — 

"(vil) Pangolin,”. 

(iii) After entry (xxx) of item 6, the following shall be added: — 

“(xxxi) Caracal, 

(xxxil) Indian wild ass, 

(xxxiii) Rusty spotted cat, 

(xxxiv) Takm (Mishmi Takin),” 

2, In Part B of Schedule I to the said Order.— 

for entry (iii) of item 1, the following shall be substituted: — 

"(ill) Wild life (dead or alive or part thereof or produce therefrom), 
excluding items in Part A, the following: — 

(a) Crocodiles, 

(b) Egrets, 

(c) Grey jungle fowl, 

(d) Indian python, 

(e) King fishers, 

(f) Lakhimpur langur, 

(g) Malabar civet, 

(h) Malabar langur, 
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(i) Monal pheasant, 

(j) Nilgiri langur, 

(k) Orioles, 

(l) Peacock, 

(m) Skins and feathers of all birds other than domestic birds, 

(n) Travancore langur, 

(o) Water lizards, 

(p) Deer horns.”
